In 1879, Parnell became the e power, 
9 not yet the leader in name of the Irish Party. 
The Session of 1879 was a Session of Irish legisla- 
tion! The Irish University Act was carried. The 
Convention Act, prohibiting the assembly of delegates 
at any central Convention, was repealed. A Bill 
to permit the enrolling of volunteers in Ireland 
passed the House of Commons. 

It was the no-rent campaign of the Land League, 
and the attendant outrages, that compelled the 
passage of the Land Act of 1881. The Queen's 
Speech contained no mention of any such measure, 
and demands for it were met by a promise of a Royal 
- Commission, that favourite pretext for delay! Yet 
the Land Act was on the Statute Book before the 
Session ended. When the measure was before the 
Upper House, Lord Lansdowne described. it as an 
attempt to quell a grave rebellion—a concession which 
has been extorted by violence and agitation. Lord 
Salisbury, though hitterly host ile to the Bill, said he 
could not advise the Lords to vote against it, because 
of the disturbed: and lawless state of Ireland. Most 
remarkable of all were Gladstone's words, 8 
some years later, I must make one admission, that 
without the Land League the Act of 9 would not 
now be on the Statute Book! ” | 


(deplored as they were by Parnell no less than by 


the Engiish public) did grave injury to the Irish 
cause. Looking back, one sees that there is really no 
evidence of this. The movement for Ireland's 
emancipation. went steadily on, unhindered by the 
tragedy. About a week after it occurred, the Arrears 
Act, a measure of relief for the Irish tenantry, was 
‘introduced by the Government, Mr Gladstone 
arguing that its passage was essential if peace were 
to be restored to Ireland. The Lords allowed the 
Bill to pass, for the declared reason that it would, 
in view of the state of affairs: in. be | 
ous to reject it. 

When the Bill Gf. 1884 was 
Government did not dare to exclude Ireland from its 
Provisions, although the consequence of her inclusion 
was to place the English political parties finally 


and irrevocably. at the mercy of the Nationalist 


-Party. This gain of new political force made the 
use of violence no longer necessary for the attain- 
ment of Irish purposes, and thenceforward the 
Nationalists fought their battles almost . in 
the Parliamentary arena. 

It was by defeating the Libere 
by casting the weight of the Irish Vote against them 
in the ensuing General Election, that Parnell 
effected the forcible conversion of Mr. Gladstone to 
Home Rule in 1888. That the Liberal Party hap- 
pened just then to be at splitting point, and that 
a certain famous statesman trampled upon the Home 
Rule cause in his Haste to reach the Liberal leader- 
ship by à short cut, Was RO: fault of Parnell or ee 
his militant tactics. 

It is force majeure which l Mr. Wann 
to secure the introduction of the Home Rule Bill of 
the present. day. History. has a way of repeating 
itself, and there are signs that Mr. Lloyd George, 
like that other politician-in-a-hurry, may split tho 
Liberal Party on some pretext before the Home Rule 
Bill is through. But that does not alter the fact
